The Council of States — 
the Upper House of 
Parliament — today ap- 
proved a bill to sect up & 
press council in India de- 
signed to safeguard the 
liberty of the press and 
improve journalistic ethics. 

An amendment osking the blll 
to specify that no journalist 
should be asked to disclose his 
sources of information to the 
press council was defeated. 

Dr 'B, V. Kestcar, the Informa~ 
tion Minister, sald it was incon 
eelvable to him that a mainly 
Journalistic body would pul any 
embarrassing question to a col- 
league about sources of informa- 
dion, 

The bill will now go to the 

‘couse of the Peoplo—the Lower 

louse, If passed, it will require 
the President's signature to 
become law. 

ETHICS 

Under the bill the press coun- 
cit will not only safoguard the 
Uberty of the presy and maintaln 
the standards of Joi 
ethics, but will, also keep under 
review developments tending to-~ 
wards monopoly and concentra- 
thon of control, :

The British people cannot complain of lack of 
warnings of economic troubles that lie ahead for 


them. 


Tentative calculations of a 
dill for the Middle East 
crisis have already appeared 
in some newspapers. : 
In the = recent House of 
Commons debate on the 
economic effects of Suez, the 
Government put the immedi- 
ate cost of the military opera- 
tions aol between £35,000,000 
and £45,000,000 in the current 
year, 


Before Suez 


Now comes a book from a 
leading Socialist whose portent 
ts the more einister because it 
was written before the events 
in Egypt. Professor G.D.H. Cole 
of Oxford, who Ils Chairman of 
the intellectual socialist Fabian 
Society, has this to soy in 
“The Post-War Condition of 
Britain" (Routledge and Kegan 
Paul—- £2): 

“Broadly, the conclusion = is 
that the British cconomy must 
expect to face in the near 
future serious cconomic dim- 
culties, ... Ever sinee 1945, 
Great Brittain has barcly got 
over one financial erisis before 
getting involved In the next; and 
even today we appear to be on 
the verge of another,” 

The reason for this situation, 
nccording to Professor Cole, Is 
that the British are — spending 
more than they can afford 

Of the three main classes of 
expenditure, consumption, = in- 
vestment and armaments, he 
opts for saving on armamenta, 
but that agaln was before the 
international crisis, 

The traditional corrective for 
oversptnding is deflation but 
this Is ruled out by politics, 

"The pressure of public 
epinion has forced governments. 
of whatever party, to accept the 
obligation of eceking to maintain 
full employment;” he adds, “and 
this renders it !mpracticable to 
use the weapons of financial 
stringency in the old ways.” 

The jong term solution is 
higher production, and here tite 
author is a 
unions and managements, He 
thinks that the workers ought 
do accppt automation, subjec) to 
safeguards, though “Great Bri- 
tain is certainly much worse 
placed than the United States 
for a very rapid development of 
automatic methods.” 

If, however, the United States 
not only make very 
strides at home but alsb makes 
large foret; investments In 
such countries as Western Ger- 
many, and Japan, Great Britaln 
will be compelled to mend 
tts pace, by the fear of losing 
exports if It lags behind.”

A similar diagnosis is made 
by the Labour correspondent of 
The Tinez, newspaper, Mr Eric 
L. Wigham, in another book just 
published here under the title 
“Trade Untons” (Oxford Unl- 
versity Press—7e 6d.) Pointing 
to tho Immense power of the 
trade unions in Great Britain 
today, Mr Wigham analyses the 
well known “wager scramble" 
In these terms: 

“Evory outumn they submit 
new wage claims and every 
winter they get a third or a 
half or two-thirds of what they 


ask, and every summer their 
annual conferences dockin on 
more new claims, and all the 
timo prices go up 90 that they 
aro seldom better off than be-

“Meanwhile Britain's
